EEGULATIONS 

FOR THE CONSULAE COURTS OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMEEKIA IN CHINA. 
In pTiTBuance of Sec. 6tli of the Act of CongreBB, ap- 
proved June 22nd 1860, entitled " An Act to carry into 
effect certain proviaions in the treaties between the United 
States, China, Japan, Siam, Persia, and other countriea, 
giving certain judicial powers to Ministers and Consuls, or 
other functionariea of the United States in those coun- 
tries, or for other purposes," I, Anson Buruhoaue, min- 
ister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordinary of the 
United States to the Empire of China, do hereby decree 
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the following rules and regulations for the guidance of the 
consular courts in China.

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I.— OBDINARY CIVIL PROCEEDINGS. 

1, How commenced, — Civil proceedings between Ameri- 
can citizens must commence by written petition verified 
by osXti before the Consul. 

2. Three classes of action, — Ordinary personal civil 
actions are of three classes, viz : Contract, comprising all 
cases of contract or debt ; Wrong, when damages are 
claimed for a wrong ; Replevin, when possession of a 
specific article is claimed. 

8. Demand necessary in contract and replevin, — In con- 
tract, the petition must aver that payment, or a perform- 
ance of the conditions of contract, has been demanded 
and withheld ; and, in replevin, that the articles to be 
replevied have been demanded. 

4. Petitioner must deposit money, — The petitioner shall 
be required to deposit a reasonable sum to defray the pro- 
bable expenses of court and defendant's costs ; subsequent 
deposits may be required if found necessary. 

6. Notice to Defendant, — Upon deposit of the money, 
the Consul shall order notice on the petition, in writing, 
directing defendant to appear before the court at a given 
day and hour, to file his written answer on oath. 

6. Service, — Notice must be served on each defendant 
at least five days before return day, by deUvery of an at- 
tested copy of the petition and order, and of any accom- 
panying accoimt or paper. 

7. Personal service should always be required when 
practicable. ^ 

8. Default. — On proof of due notice, judgment by de- 
fault shaU be procured against any defendant failing to 
appear and file his answer as required ; but the default 
may be taken off for good cause within one day after, ex- 
clusive of Sunday. 

9. Damages, — But in actions of wrong, and all others 
where the damages are in their nature unliquidated and 
indefinite, so that they cannot be calculated with precision 
from the statement of the petition, the amount of the 
judgment shall be ascertained by evidence, notwithstand- 
ing the default. 

10. Answer, — If defendant appears and answers, the 
Consul, having both parties before him, shall, before pro- 
ceeding further, encourage a settlement by mutual agree- 
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ment, or by submission of the case to referees agreed on 
by the parties, a majority of whom shall decide it. 

11. Amendments, — Parties should, at the trial, be con- 
fined as closely as may be to the averments and denials of 
the statement and answer, which shall not be altered after 
filing, except by leave granted in open court. ' 

12. American witnesses compelled to attend, — On ap- 
plication of either party and advance of the fees, the 
Consul shall compel the attendance of any witness 
within his jurisdiction before himself, referees, or commis- 
sioners. 

13. Parties are witnesses, — Each party is entitled, and 
may be required, to testify. 

14. Decrees to he obeyed, — Judgment may be given 
summarily against either party failing to obey any order 
or decree of the Consul. 

16. Attachment or Arrest, — For sufficient cause and on 
sufficient security, the Consul, on filing a petition, may 
grant a process of attachment of any defendant's property 
to a sufficient amount, or of arrest of any defendant not a 
married woman, nor in the service of the United States 
under commission from the President. 

16. Dissolution of attachment, ^^DeiGndidJii may at any 
time have the attachment dissolved by depositing such sum, 
or giving such security, as the Consul may require. 

17. Sale of perishable property, — Perishable property, 
or such as is Hable to serious depreciation under attach- 
ment, may, on petition of either party, be sold by the 
Consul's order, and its proceeds deposited in the Consulate. 

18. Release of Debtor, — Any defendant arrested or im- 
prisoned on civil petition shall be released on tender of a 
sufficient bond, deposit of a sufficient sum, or assignment 
of sufficient property. 

19. Debtor's disclosure, — ^Any person under civil arrest 
or imprisonment may have his creditor cited before the 
Consul to hear a disclosure of the prisoner's affairs under 
oath, and to question thereon ; and if the Consul shall be 
satisfied of its truth and thoroughness, and of the honesty 
of the debtor's conduct towards the creditor, he shall for 
ever discharge him from arrest upon that debt ; provided 
that the prisoner shall offier to transfer and secure to his 
creditor the property disclosed, or sufficient to pay the 
debt, at the Consul's valuation. 
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20. Debtor's hoard, — The creditor must advance to the 
jailer his fees and payment for his prisoner's board until 
the ensuing Monday, and afterwards weekly, or the debtor 
will be discharged &om imprisonment and future arrest. 

21. tJxecution. — On the second day after judgment 
(exclusive of Sunday,) execution may issue, enforcing the 
same with interest at 12 per cent, a year against the pro- 
perty and person of the debtor, returnable in thirty days, 
and renewable. 

22. Seizure and sale of property, — Sufficient property 
to satisfy the execution and all expenses, may be seized 
and sold at public auction by the officer, after due notice. 

28. Property attached on petition, and not advertised 
for sale within ten days^after final judgment, shall be re- 
turned'to the defendant. 

24. Final judgment for defendant, — When final judg- 
ment is given in favor of defendant, his person and pro- 
perty^are at once freed from imprisonment or attachment, 
and all security given by him discharged. And the Consul 
may, at his discretion, award him compensation for any 
damage necessarily and directly sustained by reason of 
such attachment, arrest or imprisonment. 

25. Offset, — In actions of contract, defendant may 
offset petitioner's claim by a counter claim, filing his own 
claim, under oath, with his answer. Petitioner shall be 
notified to file his answer seasonably, on oath, and the 
two claims shall then be tried together, and but one judg- 
ment given for the difference, if any be proved in favor of 
either party, otherwise for defendant's costs. 

26. Costs, — Except as hereinafter "provided, the party 
finally prevailing recovers costs, to be taxed by him and 
revised by the Consul. 

27. Trustee process, — ^In contract, the Consul may 
order defendant's property or credits in a third party's 
hands, to be attached on the petition, by serving him with 
due notice as trustee, provided petitioner secures trustee 
his costs by adequate special deposit. 

28. Trustee's costs, — If adjudged trustee, the third 
party may retain his costs from the amount for which he 
is adjudged trustee, if sufficient ; otherwise the balance of 
trustee's costs must be paid out of petitioner's special de- 
posit, as must the whole of his costs if not adjudged trustee. 

29. Demand on Trustee upon execution, — The amount 
for which a trustee is charged must be inserted in the 
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execution, and demanded of him by the officer within ten 
days after judgment, or all claim on him ceases. Process 
against property or person of the trustee may issue ten 
days after demand. 

80. Debt must be at least ten dollars, — If petitioner re- 
covers judgment for less than ten dollars, or if less than ten 
dollars of defendant's property or credits is proved in the 
third party's hands, in either case the third party must be 
discharged with costs against petitioner. 

31. Replevin, — Before granting a writ of replevin, the 
Consul shall require petitioner to file a sufficient bond, 
with two responsible sureties, for double the vslue of the 
property to be replevied, one an American citizen ; or pe- 
titioner may deposit the required amount. 



n.— TENDEE, &c. 

82. Before a creditor files his petition in contract, 
his debtor may make an absolute and unconditional offer 
of the amount he considers due, by tendering the money 
in the sight of the creditor or his legal representative. 

88. Deposit, — If not accepted, the debtor shall, at his 
own risk and paying the charges, deposit the money with 
the Consul, who shall receipt to him and notify the creditor. 

84. Demand or withdrawal, — ^It shall be paid to the 
creditor at any time, if demanded, unless previously with- 
drawn by the depositor. 

85. Costs, — If the depositor does not withdraw his 
deposit, and, upon trial, is not adjudged to have owed 
petitioner at the time of the tender more than its amount, 
he shall recover all his costs. 

86. Offer to be defaulted, — At any stage of a suit in 
contract or wrong, defendant may file an offer to be 
defaulted for a specific sum and the costs up to that time ; 
and if petitioner chooses to proceed to trial, and does not 
recover more than the sum offered, and interest, he shall 
pay all defendant's costs arising after the offer, execution 
issuing for the balance only. 



m.— EEPEEENCE. 

87. When parties agree to a reference they shall im- 
mediately file a rule, and the case be marked ** Eeferred ;'* 
a commission shall then issue to the referees, with a copy 
of all papers filed in the case. 
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88. Award and Acceptance » — The referees shall report 
their award to the Consul, who shall accept the same, and 
give judgment, and issue execution thereon, unless satis- 
fied of fraud, perjury, corruption or gross error in the 
proceedingET. 

89. When transmitted to Minister, — ^In cases involving 
more than five hundred dollars, if his acceptance is with- 
held, the Consul shall at once transmit i^e whole case, 
with a brief statement of his reasons, and the evidence 
thereon, to the Minister, who shall give judgment on the 
award, or grant a new ixial before the Consul. 



IV.— APPEAL. 

40. Must he witJiin one day, — Appeals must be claimed 
before three o'clock in the affcemoon of the day after 
judgment (excluding Sunday); but in civil cases, only 
upon sufficient security. 

41. To be perfected within five days, — ^Within five days 
after judgment, the apj)ellant must set forth his reasons by 
petition filed with the Consul, which shall be transmitted 
as soon as may be to the Minister, with a copy of docket 
entries and of all papers in the case. 



v.— NEW TRIAL. 

42. Because of Perjury, — On proof of the perjury of 
any important witness of the prevailing party upon a 
material point, affecting the decision of a suit, the Consul 
who tried it may, within a year after final judgment, grant 
a new trial on such terms as he may deem just. 

♦ 

48. Generally, — ^Within one year after final judgment 
in any suit not involving more than five himdred dollars, 
the Consul who tried it, or his successor, may, upon suffi- 
cient security, grant a new trial where justice manifestly 
requires it ; if exceeding five hundred dollars, with the 
concurrence of the Minister. 



VI.— HABEASCORPUS. 

44. Slaves not to be held, — No Consul shall recognize 
the claim of any American citizen arising out of a viola- 
tion of the provisions of the Act of Congress approved 
February 19th, 1862, relating to the " coolie trade " so 
called, nor any claim which involves the holding any 
person in slavery. 
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46. Habeas-corpus. — Upon application of any person 
in writing and under oath, representing that he or any 
other person is enslaved, unlawfully imprisoned, or de- 
prived of his liberty by any American eitizen within the 
jurisdiction of a Consid^ -fiftuoh Consul may issue his writ 
of habeaS'Corpus, directing such citizen to bring the said 
person, if in his custody or under his control, before him ; 
and the question shall be determined summarily, subject 
to appeal. 



Vn.— DIVORCE. 

46. Libels for divorce must be signed and sworn to 
before the Consul; and on the trial each party may testify. 

47. Attachment, — The Consul, for good cause, may 
order the attachment of Hbeller's property to such an 
amount and on such terms as he may think proper. 

48. Husband to advance money, — He may also, at his 
discretion, order the husband to advance to his wife, or 
pay into Court, a reasonable sum to enable her to prose- 
cute or defend the hbel, with a reasonable monthly allow- 
ance for her' support, pending the proceedings. 

49. Alimony, — ^AHmony may be awarded or denied 
the wife on her divorce, at his discretion. 

50. Minor children, — Custody of the minor children 
may be decreed to such party as justice and the children's 
good may require. 

61. Release of both, — Divorce releases both parties, 
and they shall not be re-married to each other. 

62. Coats, — Costs are at the discretion of the Consul. 



Vm.— MARRIAGE. 

63. Becord and Return, — ^Each Consul shall record all 
marriages solemnized by him or in his official presence. 



IX.— BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 

64. The birth and death of every American citizen 
within the limits of his jurisdiction shall Ukewise be 
recorded. 



X.— BANKRUPTCY, PARTNERSHIP, PROBATE, &c. 

66. Until promulgation of further regulations. Con- 
suls will continue to exercise their former lawful jurisdic- 
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tion and authority in bankruptcy, partnerships, probate of 
wills, administration of estates and other matters of 
equity, admiralty, ecclesiastical and common law, not 
specially provided for in previous decrees, according to such 
reasonable rules, not repugnant to the Constitution, trea- 
ties and laws of the United States, as they may find 
necessary or convenient to adopt. 



XI.— SEAMEN. 

56. In proceedings or prosecutions instituted by or 
against American seamen, the Consul may, at his discre- 
tion, suspend any of these rules in favour of the seamen 
when, in his opinion, justice^ humanity and public policy 
require it. 

Xn.— CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS. 

57. How commenced, — Complaints and informations 
against American citizens should always be signed and 
sworn to before the Consul when the complainant or in- 
formant is at or near the Consul's port. 

58. How authenticated. — ^All complaints and informa- 
tions not so signed and sworn to by a citizen of the United 
States, and all complaints and informations in capital 
cases, must be authenticated by the Consul's certificate of 
his knowledge or belief of the substantial truth of enough 
of the complaint or information to justify the arrest of the 
party charged. 

59. Copy of accusation, — No citizen shall be arraigned 
for trial until the offence charged is distinctly made known 
to him by the Consul in respondent's own language. In 
cases of magnitude, and in all cases when demanded, an 
attested copy (or translation) of the complaint, informa- 
tion, or statement, authenticated by the Consul, shall be 
furnished him in his own language, as soon as may be, 
after his arrest. 

60. Presence of Accuser, — The personal presence of the 
accuser is indispensable throughout the trial. 

61. May testify, — ^He shall be informed of his right to 
testify, and cautioned that if he chooses to offer himself as 
a wituess, he must answer aU questions that may be pro- 
pounded by the Consul or his order, like any other wit- 
ness. 

62. American witnesses compelled to attend, — The gov- 
ernment and the accused are equally entitled to compulsory 
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process for witnesses within their jurisdiction ; and if the 
Consul believes the accused to be unable to advance tlie 
fees, his necessary witnesses shall be summoned at the 
expense of the United States. 

63. Fines and costs. — When punishment is by fine, 
costs may be included or remitted at the Consul's discre- 
tion. An alternative sentence of thirty day's imprison- 
ment shall take effect on nonpayment of any part of the 
fine or costs adjudged in any criminal proceeding. 

64. Any prisoner, before conviction, may be admitted 
to bail by the Consul who tries him, except in capital 
cases. 

66. Capital cases, — No prisoner, charged with a capital 
offence, shall be admitted to bail where the proof is evident, 
or the presumption of his gmlt great. 

66. After conviction, — After conviction and appeal, the 
prisoner may be admitted to bail only by the Minister. 

67. — American bail, — ^Any citizen of the United States 
offering himself as bail shall sign and swear, before the 
Consul, to a schedule of unencumbered personal property 
of a value at least double the amount of the required bail. 

68. Foreign bail, — Any other proposed bail or security 
shall sign and swear before the Consul to a similar sche- 
dule of unencumbered personal property within the local 
jurisdiction of the Consulate, or he may be required to 
deposit the amount in money or valuables with the Consul. 

69. Tico sureties, — Unless such sufficient citizen be- 
comes bail, or such deposit is made, at least two sureties 
shall be required. 

70. Sui^ender, — ^Any American bail may have leave 
of the Consul to surrender his principal on payment of all 
costs and expenses. 

71. Prosecutor may be required to give security, — Any 
complainant, informant, or prosecutor, may be required 
to give security for all costs of the prosecution, including 
those of the accused; and every complainant, &c., not a 
citizen of the United States, shall be so required, unless 
in the Consul's opinion justice wUl be better promoted 
otherwise ; and when such security is refused the prose- 
cution shall abate. 

72. Honorable acquittal, — When the innocence of the 
a ccused, both in law and in intention, is manifest, the 
Consul shall add to the usual judgment of acquittal, the 
word "honorably." 
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73. Costs, — In such case judgment may be given and 
execution issued summarily against any informer, com- 
plainant, or prosecutor, for the whole costs of the trial, 
including those of the accused, or for any part of either or 
both, if the proceeding appears to have been groundless 
and vexatious, originating in corrupt, malicious, or vindict- 
ive motives. 

74. Minor offences, — Consuls will ordinarily encourage 
the settlement of all prosecutions, not of a heinous charact- 
er, by the parties aggrieved or concerned. 



Xin.— OATHS. 

75. Oaths shaU be administered in some language 
that the witness understands. 

76. Not Christians. — A witness not a Christian, shall 
be sworn according to his reUgious behef. 

77. Atheist, — An avowed Atheist shall not be sworn, 
but may affirm, under the pains and penalties of perjury ; 
the credibiHty of his evidence being for the consideration 
of the Consul. 

78. Affirmation, — A Christian, conscientiously scru- 
pulous of an oath, may affirm under the pains and penal- 
ties of perjury. 

XIV.— DOCKETS, EECOEDS, &c. 

79. Civil docket, — Bach Consul shall keep a regular 
docket or calendar of all civil actions and proceedings, en- 
tering each case separately, numbering consecutively, to 
the end of his term of office, with the date of filing, the 
names of the parties in full, their nationahty, the nature 
of the proceeding, the sum or thing claimed, with minutes 
and dates of all orders, decrees, continuances, appeals, 
and proceedings, until final judgment. 

80. Criminal. — He shall keep another regular docket 
•for all criminal cases, with sufficient similar memoranda. 

81. Filing papers, — All original papers shall be filed 
at once and never removed ; no person but an officer of 
the Consulate or the Minister should be allowed access to 
them. All papers in a case must be kept together in one 
inclosure, and numbered as in the docket wii^ the parties' 
names, the nature of the proceeding, the year of fiUng the 
petition and of final judgment conspicuously marked on 
the inclusure, and each year's cases kept by themselves in 
their order. 
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XV.— LIMITATION OF ACTIONS AND 
PEOSECUTIONS. 

82. Criminal, — Heinous offences^ not capital, must be 
prosecuted within six years ; minor offences within one. 

83. CfiviL — Civil actions based on written promise, 
contract or instrument, must be commenced within six 
yeajrs after the cause of action accrues ; others within two. 

84. Absence; Fraudulent concealment, — In prosecutions 
for heinous offences not capital, and in civil cases involv- 
ing more than $500, any absence of respondent, or defen- 
dant for more than three months at a time from China, 
shall be added to the Hmitation ; and in civil cases involv- 
ing more than $100, the period during which the cause of 
action may be fraudulently concealed by defendant, shall 
likewise be added. 



XVI.— GENEEAL PEOVISIONS. 

85. Trials public, — All trials and proceedings in the 
United States' Consular Courts in China shall be open 
and pubHc. 

86. Interpreting and Translating, — Papers and testi- 
mony in a foreign language shall be translated into Eng- 
lish by a sworn Interpreter appointed by the Consul ; in 
civil cases to be paid by petitioner. Oaths and questions 
shall be translated by the Interpreter from the EngHsh for 
any witness who does not understand English. 

87. Testimony, — Parties may be required to file their 
petitions, answers, complaints, informations and all other 
papers addressed to the court, in Enghsh ; or they may 
be translated by the Interpreter at the Consul's discretion. 
All testimony must be taken in writing in open court, by 
the Consul or his order, and signed by the witness, after 
being read over to him for his approval and correction, 
and it shall form part of the papers in the case. 

88. Adjournment, — The Consul may adjourn his court 
from time to time and place to place within his jurisdic- 
tion, always commenciug proceedings and giving judg- 
ment at the Consulate. 

89 Officer, — All processes not served by the Consul 
personally, must be executed by an officer of the Consul- 
ate, who shall sign his return, specifying the time and 
mode of service, and annexing an account of his fees. 
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90. Copies on appeal, — On appeal, copies of all the 
papers must be paid for in advance by the appellant, ex- 
cept in criminal cases where respondent is unable to pay. 

91. Copies. — ^Any person interested is entitled to a 
copy of any paper on file, on prepayment of the fee. 

92. — Eeasonable clearness, precision, and certainty 
should be required in the papers ; and substantial justice 
and all practicable despatch is expected in the decisions. 

93. Definition of Consul. — The word ** Consul '* is in- 
tended to include the Consul-General, and any Vice-Consul 
or Deputy-Consul, actually exercising the Consular power 
at any Consulate, unless the sense requires a more limited 
construction. 

94. Associates. — ^Each associate in a Consular trial 
shall, before entering on his duties, be sworn by the Con- 
sul. Before taking the oath, he may be challenged by 
either party, and for sufficient cause excused and another 
drawn. 

95. Contempt. — Consuls will always preserve or^er in 
Court, punishing summarily any contempt coiomitted in 
their presence, or any refusal to obey their lawful sum- 
mons or order, by imprisonment not exceeding twenty-four 
hours, or by fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and costs. 

96. Attorney. — ^Every party to a civil or criminal pro- 
ceeding may be heard in person, or by attorney of his 
choice, or by both ; but the presence of counsel shall be 
under the exclusive control and discretion of the Consul. 

97. Accounts. — The accounts of the Consular Courts 
shall be kept in United States' currency ; and every order 
of deposit, decree of costs, taxation of fees, and, generally, 
every paper issuing originally from the Court, shall be 
expressed in dollars and cents, and satisfied in United 
States' metallic currency, or its equivalent. 



XVn.— FEES. 
98. In Consular Court, — 

In all cases where the amount in question is not 

more than $600, $ 5.00. 

In all cases where it over $500 , 15.00. 

In all cases where no specific damages are sought, 
the fee shall be $5 for minor, and $15 for 
greater cases. 
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99. CUrk*$Fe^.— 

For isisumg all writs, wairants, attaclunents, or 

other compnlBory process, $1.50. 

For docketing every suit oommenced, 1.00. 

For execntioiis, 1.00. 

For smnmoBses, sabpcenas aiid notices, 0.50. 

For all records at ^e rate of, for each hundred 

words, 0.20. 

For drawing every notice, paper, order or process, 

not otherwise provided for, 2.00. 

And if it exceeds 200 words, for every additional 

hundred words, 1.00. 

For every seal to process issned, 1.00. 

For filing each paper upon the retnm of the Mar- 
shal, and aU other papers filed in court, 0.10. 

100. MarshoTs Fees. — 

For apprehending a deserter and delivering him on 
hoard the vessel deserted from, to he paid hy 
the vessel hefore leaving port, 5.00. 

For searching for the same, and if not found, to he 
certified hy the Consul, and on his order to he 
paid by the ship, 2.00. 

For serving any writ, warrant, attachment, or

AN ACT to amend an Act entitled " An Act to carry 
" into effect provisions of the treaties between the 
^< United States^ Ghina» Japan, Sianx, Persia, and other 
** Countries^ giving certain judicial powers to Ministers and 
** Consuls, and other fanctionaries of the United States 
<< in those Countries, and for other purposes, approved 
** June twenty*seoond Eighteen hundred and Sixty." Ap- 
proved July lat 1870, (Statutes at Large, vol. XVI, 
p. 188.) 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Eepresentatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled. That 
the Act of Congress entitled " An Act to carry into effect 
*' provision's of the tareaties between the United States, 
*' China, Japan, Siaxn, Persia and other countries, giving 
'' certain judicial powers to Ministers and Consuls or other 
'* fanctionaries of the United States in those countries 
*' and for other purposes ;'* approved June 22nd 1860, as 
far as the same is in conformity with the stipulations of 
the Treaty with Madagascar, is hereby extended to that 
country, and it shall be executed in conformity with the 
provisions of the treaty and the usages of Christian nations 
hx such cases ; and the Act shall, in the same manner, 
extend to any country of like character with which the 
United states may hereafter enter into treaty relations. 

Seoi 2. — And be it further enacted,. That the superior 
judicial authority conferred on the Consul General or 
Consul residing at the capital of any country mentioned 
in such Act, or herein provided for, including the power 
to make decrees and regulations, is hereby vested in the 
Secretary of State for the time being. 
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Sec. 8. — And be it further enacted. That when any 
final judgment of the Ministor to China, or to Japan, is 
given in the exercise of original or of appellate criminal 
jurisdiction, the person charged with the crime or offense, 
if he considers the judgment erroneous in point of law, 
may appeal therefrom to the Circuit Court for the District 
of Califomia ; hut such appeal shall not operate as a stay 
of proceedings, unless the Minister shall certify that there 
is prohahle cause to grant the same, when the stay shall 
he such as the interests of justice may require. 

Sec. 4. — And he it further enacted, That on any final 
judgment in a Consular Court of China or Japan where 
the matter in dispjite exceeds Five hundred dollars, and 
does not exceed Two thosand five hundred dollars, exclusive 
of costs, an appeal shall he allowed to the Minister in such 
country, as the case may he ; Provided, that the appellant 
compHes with the conditions estahhshed hy general 
regulations ; and the Ministers are herehy authorized and 
required to receive, hear, and determine such appeals. 

Sec. 5. — And be it further enacted, That where the 
matter in dispute, exclusive of costs, exceeds the sum of 
Two thousand five hundred dollars, an appeal shall be 
allowed to the Circuit Court for the District of Califomia; 
and upon such appeal a transcript of the libel, bill, an- 
swer, depositions, and all other proceedings in the cause 
fO ^ ^^L ^^^ ^® transmitted to the Circuit Court, and no new evi- 
' dence shall be received on the hearing of the appeal; and 

the appeal shall be subject to the rules, regulations, aii& 
restrictions prescribed in law for writs of error from Dis- 
trict Courts of the United States. 

Sec. 6. — And be it further enacted. That on any final 
judgment of the Minister to China, or to Japan, given in 
the exercise of original jurisdiction, where the matter in 
dispute, exclusive of costs, exceeds Two thousand five 
hundred dollars, an appeal shall be allowed to thS Circuit 
Court as provided in the last section. 

Sec. 7. — And be it further enacted, That the Circuit 
Court of Califomia is hereby authorized and required to 
receive, hear, and determine the appeals provided for in 
this Act, and the decisions of such Court shall be final. 
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Sec. 8. — And be it further enacted^ That the appeals 
allowed by this Act shall be only in cases arising 8,fter its 
passage. 

Sec. 9,^^And be it further enacted^ That the President 
is hereby authorized to allow in the adjustment of the ac- 
counts of the Consul General at Shanghai, the actual ex- 
pense of the rent of a suitable building, to be used as a 
prison fox American convicts in China, not to exceed one 
thousand five hundred dollars a year ; and also the wages 
of the keepers of the same, and for the care of offenders, 
not to exceed five thousand dollars a year; and to allow 
in the adjustment of the accounts of the Consuls at other 
ports in China the actual expense of the hire of Constables, 
and the care of offenders, not to exceed in all five thousand 
dollars a year. 

Sec. 10. — And be it furtJier enacted^ That tiie Presi- 
dent is hereby authorized to allow, in the adjustment of 
the accounts of the Consul at Kanagawn, the actual ex- 
pense of the rent of a suitable building, to be used as a 
prison for American convicts in Japan, not to exceed seven 
hundred and fifty dollars a year ; and also the wages of the 
keepers of the same, and for the care of offenders, not to 
exceed two thousand five hundred dollars a year ; and to 
allow in the adjustment of the accounts of the Consuls at 
other ports of Japan the actual expense of the hire of 
Constables, and the^care of offenders, not to exceed in all 
two thousand five hundred dollars a year. 
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
